EDITOR GAZETTE:—The press of the 


Northwest lias taken IK,''! of tl)e problem 
ns to wlnt the farmers oj Minnesota and 
Dakota must do to become fairly success, 
ful in thair business. 1 e results of last 
season hive convinced every fair minded 
man thai, wheat cannot bo depended upon. 
A profit of $15 per acic is not enough to 
support the farmer and family, keep his 
farm in ;ood condition and help pay off 
tho moitgage, but that is abo-it all that 
can be made by raising wheat. So that 
now, instead of long editorials about the 
advautaj;es of raising No. 1 hard wheat, 
the papers teem with articles urging and 
praying the farmers to raise stock, and 
bright pictures aic drawn showing the 
wealth to be derived from the dairy, &c. 
The breeding of blooded stock is urged, 
and farmers are told how they should buy 
only thoroughbred Jerseys or Shorthorns. 
This to the average farmers of the North- 
west is like inviting him to invest !H dia- 
monds « hen he cannot afford bread. But 
the furii ers of the Bed River Valley are 
to be helped out by the president of the 
railroad '.vhich traverses this "Lake Park" 
region. This apparently philanthropic 
individu il owns 3,200 acres of land and 
water about eight miles from St. Paul, 
where he has some choice specimens of 
Jerseys, Shorthorns and Polled Aberdeen 
—Angus. He has also, cnroute from 
Great Britain about 30 Polled Angus 
bulls of fine strain, and within the next 
two yeais expect to import about 100 of 
these animals. His scheme is to distrib- 
ute thesi! bulls in the counties adjoining 
his road where they will be kept in charge 
by a competent man for the use of farm- 
ers who desire to improve their stock. 
A fee will be charged sufficient to cover 
expense;, and probably leave a profit for 
the owner. The gentleman does not wish 
to figure as a benefactor, but there is no 
doubt but that he has hit upon a most 
sensible and practical plan to improve 
the condition of the farmer as well us his 
stock. 


A prominent stock raiser in the North- 


west States said that the average loss of 
cattle on the Montana ranges this year 
will only average about 1J per cent as 
against'.!l percent for last winter. These 
figures considering that the cattle winter 
themselves, seem almost incredible, but 
are about correct. The natural increase 
of stock is about 50 per cent, and the 
price on the hoof is about $30.00 per 


head, so that the outlook for the cattl 
man is bright. 


The amount of machinery necessary fc 


plant and harvest the crops of the North 
west is enormous. 
The labor for seed 


time and harvest is performed from tli 
1st of May to the 1st of October and a 
during the balance of the year, there i 
nothing for the wheat farmers to do, fev 
can afiord to hire help all the year arounc 
so that when lahor is needed all want i 
aud prices are high. 
And then every 


thing must be done with a rush, to tha 
machinery is resorted to in place of man- 
ual labor. 
To properly equip a farm o 


160 acres with the plows, harrows, seed- 
ers, rollers, mowers and harvesters gen- 
erally used requires an outlay of about 
$700,00. 
True, none of this 
money 


need be -'cash," but the fact that one 
two and three years are given the farmer 
to pay for his implements makes it worse 
for he pays 8 to 10 per cent interest on 
his paper. The temptation to buy ma- 
chines under such circumstances is very 
great and few farmers look ahead to see 
how they are coming out. The total 
number of agricultural machines seat out 
from St. Paul and Minneapolis to the 
Northwest for 1883 was 3,500 car loads. 


The largest land and lumber sale over 


mode in Wisconsin was completad a few 
day since. 
The tract comprises 0,000 


acres of pine lands covered by 100,000,- 
000 feet of timber. 
This was purchased 


a few years ago for $11,000, and has just 
been sold for $100,000. 
This is but a 


repetition of sales in Michigan timber 
lands, and shows how the devastating axe 
is sweeping westward. 
Minnesota' will 


come next, and then there be a jump 
across Dakota to Idaho, and the western 
territories. 


The cattle piague is causing some con- 


sternation in parts of Kansas, Nebraska 
and Iowa, but this dread disease has not 
as yet made havoc in the herds, and it is 
thought by some to be a sensational man- 
ner of working upon Congress for the 
passage of Senator Miller's animal indus- 
try bill. He this as it may there is unani- 
mity in the feeling amonn cattle men that 
there should be national or state legisla- 
tion to enact measures to cope with the 
plague and provide against 
epidemics 


in this important branch of our industries. 


Ons of the arguments used to induce 


men to come west is that there is no com- 
petition, and this theory is being enlarged 
upon by the western press w th renewed 
vigor at this time because of the dullness 
of trade in the eastern States. 
In the in- 


terests of truth it ihould be said the 
merchant who comes to any of the small 
towns in the northwest will find enter- 
prising merchants already 
established 


and in some instances so many of them 
that the trade is overdone. 
The dealers 


in hardware and agricultural implements 
are the more numerous class of merchants 
in the tovns throughout Minnesota, Iowa 
and Dakota. 
Owing to tho fact that the 


wealth of the section depends almost ex- 
clusively upon ihe wheat crop, there is 
but one time for payment of bills and 
debts, viz 
from November to January, 


hence where possible contracts are made 
with time 
of payment during those 


months. 
Of course the merchant who 


has capital to meet liis obligations ac- 
cruing outside of these months will be all 
right, bul as a great many come here and 
start in business with little or no capital 
—trusting to the wheat 'crop and the 
influx 
of immigrants, failures in the 


Northwest are sadly frequent. 
The finan- 


cial condition of Dakota 
is such that 


manufacturers vie with each other in sell- 
ing as few goods as possible. 
But all 


this is not the fault of the country, but 
of those who are here who persist in 
holding it up as a place where a man 
needs no money to get along, and in this 
way bringing new comers who have no 
capital. As a local paper expresses it: 
'•All that is needed to make this in real- 
ity a land of plenty is settlers who have 
the means to start with and energy, skill 
aud perscverence to aid in the develop- 
ment 
of the favored region."

WESTERN EAMBLINGS. 


CITY OF MEXICO, March 14, 1884. 


EDITOH GAZETTE :—The last spike on 


the great Mexican Central R. R. was 
driven a few days ago, and this city has 
been bound with "bands of steel" to the 
United States. But little demonstration, 
in way of celebrating this notable event, 
has yet taken place. The 4th of July is 
the time proposed to have a grand jolifi- 
cation, the heads of each government will 
meet in hearty congratulations. The run 
from Chihuahua to this city is one of 
about 800 miles, through a diversified 
country, much of it full of peculiar 
interest, sometimes on the plains, and 
sometimes amidst mountain gorges and 
grand scenery. The railroad goes through 
some of the finest grazing lauds in the 
world, cattle are slick and fat. Much of 
the range is unoccupied, awaiting the 
coming of that wave of an irresistable 
energy that is sweeping over every nook 
and corner of vacant domain. 
Arriving 


at this the oldest city in North America 
and the metropolis of Mexico, the travel- 
ler is most forcibly struck with the sur- 
rounding scenery. 
The city is situated 


on a plain surrounded mostly by moun- 
tains, seven thousand feet above the 
ocean level. 
Doubtless it was a surprise 


to Cortez when he emerged from 
the 


mountain gorge with his army, and for 
the first time looked down upon this the 
Umpire city of, not only Mexico but the 
new world. 
A magnificent lake, with 


islands floating on ita sparkling bosom 
extending for miles away, temples, pal- 


aces and grand works of art, adorned the 
vast capital spread out before him, the 
sight of which, no doubt fed the Came o 
desire to conquer in the bosom of tha' 
daring man. The city, with its spletidic 
buildings, almost countless throngs o 
citizens and the beauty of its surround- 
ings, was in a few months laid waste be- 
fore the furious army of Cortez, urged on 
by the spirit of bigotry and a longing for 
great achievements. A great change has 
taken place since that day; the present 
city is built upon the ruins of the old 
Aztec Capital, but not so grand as that 
was. 
The present population is about 


300,000 composed of a remnant of the old 
Aztecs population, Mexicans, Spaniards, 
Germans, Englishmen with 
but 
few 


Americans proportionately speaking. The 
climate is fine, similar to Southern Cali- 
fornia, temperature varies 
but 
little 


through the year from 60 to 70 degrees. 
There is a considerable rain full during 
the Summer season. The city is laid out 
in parallel lines with intersecting streets 
at right angles. 
Canals from the lake 


are cut so as to intersect most of the 
streets. The beautful twin lakes lie east 
of the city, and the driveway out is lined 
with the palm and eucalyptus trees. 
What are called floating islands are 
covered with beautiful gardens where 
large quantities of vegetables are raised 
The valley surrounding the city contains 
much fertile land. Orchards, groves, and 
3eautiful surroundings spread out for 
miles, meet the eye as one looks out 
toward the blue mountains that rise up, 
apparently, to meet the clear sky. The 
lousetops are mostly flat, and some of the 
>eople have gardens 
thereon, 
from 


whence one can look out over the vast 
city, watch the gorgeous sun sets, and 
ake in the the magnificent surroundings 
vhile fanned by the cool evening breezes. 
There are some fine buildings worthy of 
note. The Catlredral, Convent of St. 
i"rancis, the Treasury, 
hospitals, the 


School of Mines, and the University, are 
he most conspicuous, scientific and phil- 
isophical institutions, municipal, 
and 


national establishments are of a better 
class than one would expect to find. 
)nce the city had a substantial wall 
round it, but it has fallen down, except- 
ng here and there an old ancient gate- 
way still stands as a monument of an age 
ong since gone, some yet have, in a good 
tate of preservation, stucco decorations 
ust as they were left many year? ago by 
he builders. 
The remains of an old 


.queduct stretches out across the valley 
oward the castle of Chapultepec, it was 
n extensive work of immense value. 
Its 


lecay is evidence tliat.the people of Mex- 
co have degenerated more or less from 
hat state of energy and high state of 
rchitectural design the ancient inhabit- 
nts had attained. The aqueduct rests 
n immense arches supported by heavy 
masonry, through it the clear water from 
3hapu!tep<>c flows toward the city. 


In a social point of view, Mexico is a 


ity of refinement, many of the homes of 
he better classes located around the pub- 
c square or piazza have finely decorated 
acades facing the street and their houses 
re well furnished with modern conve- 
iences and costly furniture. 
Their car- 


iages or coupes are of a much heavier 
uild than those of the United States and 
re drawn by fine handsome horses that 
ven the nabobs of New York city might 
e proud to own. 
Among the higher 


lasses the rules of society are very strict 


lady will walk the streets or make calls 


n person in any store or shop, but sits in 
er carriage in front of the door and 
lakes her wants known through her ser- 
ant, the clerks carry out goods to her 
hat she may select what she wants. 
A 


enorita is not allowed to make calls or 
eceive friends unaccompanied by her at- 
endant. The whites as they are called, 
(institute the principal portion of the 
pper classes, they are called Creoles and 
re the direct descendants of the Span- 
irds. The progeny of the

ndian claim to belong to the white 
lasses, and chiefly follow the military 
irofession, hold most of the offices under 
he Government.

Taking their employment of the me- 


chanical forces, and their movement of 
large masses from the earth, we know 
that the Egyptians had the five, seven, or 
three mechanical powers : but we cannot 
account for the multiplication and in- 
crease necessary to perform the wonders 
they accomplished. 


In Boston lately, we have moved the 


Pelharu Hotel, weighing 50,000 tons, 14 
feet, and are very proud of it. 
And 


since then we moved a whole block of 
houses 23 feet; and I have no doubt we 
will write a book about it; but there is 
a book telling bow Donnnico Fontana, of 
the sixteenth century, set up the Egyptian 
obelisk at Rome on end during the pa- 
pacy of Sixtus V. 
Wonderful! 
Yet the 


Egyptians quarried that stone and car- 
ried if 150 miles, and the 
Romans 


brought it 750 miles and never said a 
word about it. 


Mr. Batterson,. of Hartford, walking 


with Brunei, the architect of the Thames 
tunnel, in Egypt, asked him what he 
thought of the mechanical power of the 
Egyptians; and he said : "There is Pom- 
pey's pillar; u is 100 feet high, and the 
capitol weighs 2,000 pounds. 
It is some- 


thing of a feat to hang 2,000 pounds at 
that height in a"ir, and the lew men who 
can do it would better discuss Egyptian 
mechanics." 


Take canals, for instance. 
The Suez 


Canal absorbs half its receipts in clean- 
ing out the sand which fills it continually, 
and it is not jet known whether it is n 
pecuniary success. 
The ancients built a 


canal at right angles to ours, because 
they knew that it would not fill up if 
built in that direction, and they knew 
such a one as ours would. 
There were 


magnificent 
canals in the land of the 


Jews, with perfectly arranged gates and 
sluices. 


We have only just begun to understand 


ventilation properly for our houses ; yet 
late experiments at the pyramids in 
Egypt show that those Egyptian tombs 
were ventilated in the most perfect and 
scientific manner. 


Again, cement is modern ; for the an- 


cients dressed and jointed their stones so 
closely that in building thousands of years 
old the thin blade of a pen knife cannot 
ie forced between them. 


The railroad dates back to Egypt. Ar- 


ago has claimed that they bad a knowl- 
edge of steam. 
A painting has been dis- 


covered of a ship full of machinery, and 
a French engineer said that the arrange- 
ment of this machinery could only be ac- 
counted for by supposing the motive 
power to have been steam. 
Brahma ac- 


knowledges that he took the idea of his 
celebrated lock from an ancient Egyptian 
pattern. 
De Tocqueville says there was 


no social question that was not discussed 
to rass in Egvpt. 


"Well," say you, "Franklin invented 


,he lightning rod." I have no doubt he 
did ; but years before his invention, and 
!>efore muskets were invented, the old 
soldiers on 
guard in the toners used 


franklin's invention to keep guard with ; 
and i1 a spark passed between them and the 
spear head, they ran and bore the warn- 
ing of the state and condition of affairs. 


After that you will admit that Benja 


min Franklin was not the onlv one who 
knew of the presence of electricity and 
Lhe advantages 
derived from its use. 


Solomon's Temple, you will find, was sit- 
uated on an exposed point of the hill; the 
temple was so lofty that it was often in 
aeril, and was guarded by a system ex- 
actly like that of Benjamin Franklin. 


Well, I may tell you a little of ancient 


manufactures. The Duchess of Burgundy 
took a necklace from the neck of n 
mummy and wore it to a ball given at the 
Tuilleries,

people are in a panic, because places arc 
:losed in a twinkling of an eye, doors are 
double locked and shutters clapped up to 
windows with an alacrity which could 
only have been acquired from frequent 
practice. 
When a riot actually does 


occur, woe to the luckless pedeslaian who 
lappens to be caught upon the streets, 
[n an instant, before he has time to real- 
ze what it is about, every house is se- 
curely barricaded and on no account will 
ie opened till the brief storm blows over. 
Jo he has no recourse but to take to his 
leels, and dodge from corner to corner, 
amid a shower of stones or bullets, or 
)oth, with as much to fear fron> the sol- 
diers on one hand as from the insurgents 
on the other. A few days ago, when the 


nickel riot," which has been breaking 


out in spots all over the body politic, like 
a badly treated case of measels, reached 
Zacatecas, everybody 
not being rioters 


was in doors aud every business house se- 
curely locked before one could say Jack 
Elobinson. The multitude of small deal- 
ers on the market piazza, who have no 
doors to lock, ran away in affright, leav- 
ng their wares 
entirely unprotected. 


The result was that the malcontents fell 
.o stealing with such vigor that they for- 
jot to "revolute," and the trouble sub- 
sided without a shot being fired.—Zaca- 
tecas Com. Springfield Republican.

13 A EEVENUETAEIFFrEEETSADE? 


A revenue Tariff, with our present and 


future large government expenditures, 
could afford all the Protection the country 
needs, if in levying revenue duties just 
discriminations were made in favor of our 
general productive industries. Clay, the 
leader of the Protective system, founded 
it half a century ago when a revenue 
Tariff would have been entirely insufficient, 
to afford Protection, unless levied almost 
solely for the purpose of Protection. 
In 


that day Protection was the purpose and 
revenue the incident of the Protective 
system, and the constitutionality of the 
principle was denied by all the Demo- 
cratic Presidents from Jefferson to Bu- 
chanan ; but all of them demanded pro- 
tection as a legitimate incident of a reve- 
nue Tariff, by careful discriminations in 
favor of productive industries. 


The difference between the positions 


assumed by Jefferson, Jackson, Van Bu- 
rcn, Polk, Pierce and Buchanan, and the 
Carlisle-Morrison Democrats of to-day, 
is this: The Democrats of the past, 
as well us every President of every 
party from Washington to Arthur, de- 
manded Protection as a pobitivc or in- 
cidental feature of our Tariff system, by 
discriminations in favor of home industry, 
while the new Carlisle-Morrison school pos- 
itively reject Protection even as an inci 
dent, and would prohibit it as an accident, 
in levying duties for revenue. They could 
well sustain themselves by demanding 
the revenue standard forourTariff system, 
as the present and future expenditures of 
the government, however economically 
administered, will be large enough to 
afford ample Protection to our industries, 
if just discriminations are made in their 
favor. 
It is on this point that the Car- 


e-MorriTOn theory squarely departs 


from the uniform teachings and practice 
of all parties and all administrations of 
tha past, and that is the issue they have 
deliberately resolved to force upon the 
Democratic party and the country. 


The leaders of this new departure are 


sincere and aggressive advocates for the 
Free Trade policy of England that re- 
quired centuries of preparation for Eng- 
land to attain. 
Some of them shudder at 


the charge of Free Trade and others 
deceitfully deny it. 
England collects 


many millions from custom duties, but 
her policy is avowedly Free Trade, and 
the Carlisle-Morrison theory would also 
collect large revenues from customs, but 
would levy duties solely in the interest of 
Free Trade, and never in the interest of 
Protection. 
They are Free Traders in 


fact: they preach Free Trade • they har- 
monize with the Cobden Free Trade Club 
of London and the Free Trade Club of 
New York, and they aim at the overthrow 
of our present diversified and prosperous 
industrial svstem. 
Tliey say, and doubt- 


less mean, that it shall not be done vio- 
lently ; but the day that the nition dates 
its departure toward Free Tru.Je, all 
progress in productive industry that is in 
competition with the ill-oaid 
labor of 


Europe would be paralyzed, and the 
difference between the sudden and the 
gradual attainment of Free Tr:ido would 


scarcely perceptible. 
Our present tariff is below rather thin 


above the revenue standard, and yet it is 
amply protective in its features, at ;j rule, 
and excessively protective in some pir- 
tictilars. 
If the Intern-il Revenue '•vstein 


and taxes were abolished, as such relics of 
wartimes should be abolished, tbe present 
Tariff would be no more than adequate to 
meet the necessities of the government; 
and while pensions and the public debt 
will be diminishing in the future, there is 
little doubt that the legitimate expendi- 
ture of our rapidly growing population 
and matchless progress will always require 
the present Tariff revenues to defray 
them. The revenue standard is., therefore, 
now ample to afford all just Protection to 
our productive industries, and if honestly 
interpreted asevery Democratic Piesident 
of the past has interpreted it, there would 
be little practical dispute between parties 
or interests on the Tariff. 
But the Oar- 


lisle-Monison theory is practical Free 
Tnde. that is, that our markets slull 
not be closed or hindered to any foreign 
producer by discriminations in favor of 
home producers, and that the labor of 
this country and of foreign countries shall 
be placed upon practical equality in com- 
peting with each other, regardless of the 
illpaid labor of the Old World. 
When 


the Democratic party first declared for 
"a Tariff for revenue only" in 1876, ii 
was not meant or interpreted as a deliv- 
erance for Free Trade: but tbe Free 
Trade leaders have seized upon it and 
plausibly interpreted the word "only" to 
repel every form of incidental Protection. 
Tuev thus unfairly claim the highest party 
authority for their new and startling doc- 
trine, and are making an exhaustive 
struggle to force the Democracy into the 
acceptance of Free Trade as one of its 
cardinal articles of faith. 
If they shall 


succeed, Democracy will die: if Free 
Trade shall be crushed out by Democracy, 
there is a hopeful future for that party. 


The present Tariff needs revision. 
It 


is oppressive, needlessly oppressive, in 
many of its features, and goes to the 
point of fostering monopoly in exceptional 
instances; but the nation never will, and 
never should, entrust the revision of the 
Tariff to any party whose leaders deliber- 
ately aim at Fiee Trade under the revenue 
standard. 
Anything short of a distinct, 


unmistakable declaration by the Demo- 
crats, for just discrimination in favor of 
productive industries as well as against 
every form of monopoly, will now be 
reasonably interpreted us tbe acceptance 
of the Free Trade policy, and as Free 
Trade cannot be the policy of the co'untry 
for generations to come, the party of Free 
Trade will be defeated in every struggle 
for power until all tbe living of the present 
shall sleep with the dead.—Philadelphia 
Times.

Eepublican 
stronghold. 


The adoption of a special order requiring 
a two-thirds majority, the Democrats had 
no difficulty in defeating Senator Harri- 
son's mo! ion. 


Talking of the matter Mr. Harrison 


said : "All I desired was to put the Dem- 
ocratic p irty on record. 
In this, I think, 


I succeeded. Only blind partisanship could 
have opposed my motion. Consideration of 
the meas'ire was nil that was asked, and 
even, that they practically refused.

which requires for its prosperity the in- 
jury of the community ; which ministers 
to every vile and vicious passion and 
propensity ; which makes drunkards, and 
thieves, and embezzlers, and gamblers,

and degrades all who are 


brought in contact with it—cannot claim 
the respect, and assuredly ought not to 
be able to claim the encouragement, of 
the community.

way conductors in Philadelphia and else 
where for embezzlement bring to light n 
new feature in the so called business of 
ticket scalpinc, and explain very one of 
tbe principal reasons for the crusade 
by tbe railroad companies against the 
gentry whose boast it is that they can 
discount the standard rates of the compa- 
nies. 
There was for a Ion? time an cle- 


ment of mystery in this peculiar traffic, 
which was partially dispelled when the 
methods of the scalpers were vcritjlated 
ill the courts and by the clear expositions 
of railway offi:ers on tbe subject. 


It is apparent that the scalper derives 


some of his support from some of the 
various links, large and small, of the 
longer lines between distant points. 
As 


• matter of course, rates by the various 
lines between important centres must be 
unifortii, and the longer lines, by reason 
of their greater length and time of tran- 
sit, could not, and very properly so, hope 
to obtain any considerable proportions of 
the scalper, who buys for the intendin" 
traveler who falls into his llano's a regular 
ticket by one of the longer routes; sells it 
to him for a dollar or so less than it cost, 
collecting a bonus from several of the 
short lines composing this route as a re- 
ward for diverting the traveler from more 
direct hues, and pocketing a fair profit 
on the transaction, although the passen- 
ger may not be so fortunate, as the greater 
ength of time consumed on tlie trip, and 
consequent increase in cost of meals and 
sleeping accommodations, may more than 
cover the saving in the cost of the ticket, 
ind the traveler has no compensation for 
iis lost time. 


But .this and other operations which 


ho scalper is wont to consider as "lo«it- 
natc," would scarcely explain the mag- 
nitude which his profits must assume ?o 
naintaiu him in the traffic, and these late 
:rials furnish the infiirmation rieccsi,arv 
o complete a solution of the mystery 
'his testimony showed that the railway 
mployees retained the tickets collected 
rum passengers and sold them at nominal 
ates to the scalpers, who resold them to 
ravelers at a discount from

ates, the companies thus carrying two or 
lore passengers on the same ticket. 


Those disclosures emphasize with pain- 


ul clearness the moral character of the 
calpiug enterprise. 
For years past it 


las been the aim of railroad companies 
o to adjust their rules and regulations as 
o relieve conductors from 
even the

imputation 
of 
dishonesty. 


Vhethor this lias been from motives of 
elf-interest or not, is immaterial to the 
point at issue. 
The result has been ap- 


parent in tlie esprit da corps and tire 
morale of their employees. 
The feeling 


that, in view of the safeguards thrown 
around them, they were above suspicion, 
has wrought a remaikable change in this 
class of employees, and has made the 
position of railway conductor a highly 
honorable, as it ii a responsible and*ex- 
acting calling. 
But just as this condi- 


tion of things has been so happily con- 
summated, a HOIV element of evil arises, 
and it is not strange that amongst such a 
host of employees some should be found 
willing to listen to the temptings of the 
scalper, and become eventually his will- 
ing but guilty tools. 


In the cause of morality, and in behalf 


of an important and deserving class of 
railway employees, wo can cordially en- 
dorse the efforts of the transportation 
lines to utterly abolish this traffic, which 
has long been a misdemeanor in this 
State, and we earnestly hope that the 
various States will speedily take cogni- 
zance of the growing evil and, by statute 
similar to our own, put the scalper under 
the ban of the law and compel railroad 
companies to redeem for cash, from pas- 
sengers, their unused or partially used 
tickets. lo the meantime the traveler 
will do well to consider whether he can 
conscientiously aid the scalper or incur 
the risk of riding on a stolen ticket.

SCIENTIFIC XISCELLAXY. 


It is stated that photographic studios 


are now connected with most of the 
French hospitals, and certain classes of 
patients are photographed on their entry 
into the hospitals, and at regular inter- 
vals after. 
The pictures are preserved 


in albums, and are valuable aids in the 
study of disease. An electrically-operated 
camera bas been devised for this class of 
work, and it enables the photographer 
when desirable, to take a series of views 
in rapid succession. The photography of 
microscopic objects is also a valuable 
branch of hospital service, the importance 
of which is rapidly gaining recognition. 


During a year's travel in Bolivia, Sig- 


nor F. P. Moreno, of Buenos Ayres, has 
found many relics of the early inhabitants, 
has made plans and photographs of the 
remains of ancient villages, and has 
secured, as he believes, abundant material 
for a study of the people who lived in 
that part of South America before the 
Spinish conquest. 


It is usually supposed that dew is the 


moisture of air condensed by contact 
with objects which are colder, and that it 
does not form until radiation has reduced 
the temperature of the earth and other 
objects below that of the atmosphere. 
Late observations, however indicate that 
the process is really the converse of this, 


viz., 
that the dew is formed by vapor 


which rises from a warm soil and is con- 
densed by the cooler air. 
Probably both 


theories are correct, neither being true in 
all cases.

For producing anaesthesia Mons. Paul 


Bert has found great advantages in mix- 
ing chloroform with air in the proportion 
of eight grams of the former to one hun- 
dred liters of the latter (about a fourth of 
an ounce to four cubic feet.) The admin- 
istration of the mixture is said to be not 
disagreeable, and to be unattended with 
struggling and sensations of suffocating. 
Complete insensibility is produced in six 
or eight minutes, and in one difficult sur- 
gical operation it has been continued for 
an hour and a quaiter. 
Chloroform has 


been successfully applied in this way to 
persons of both sexes, all nges, and in all 
states of health. 


Speaking at Edinburgh upon thunder- 


storm phenomena. Prof. P. G. Tait re- 
marked that lightning is 100,000 times 
as brilliant as it appears to us, since the 
eye requires, one-tenth of a second 
to 


receive the full light of the flash, while 
the flash itself lasts only about one- 
millionth of a second. As we see the 
landscape under the light of a spark from 
the clouds it is one thousand times less 
bright than when illuminated by the sun, 
but if the lightning lasted one-tenth of a 
second—so that we could realize its full 
intensity—it would blind us with 
the 


brilliancy of one hundred suns. 


In consideration of the effects of cli- 


mate in India cpon disease, Mr. S. A. 
Hill has reached the conclusion that 
crimes of violence in that country are 
largely results of weather influence, beina 
"proportional in frequency to the ten- 
dency to 'prickly heat,' that excruciating 
condition of the skin induced by a bis>h 
temperature combined with moisture." 
He believes that any person who has suf- 
fered from this ailment, and knows how 
it affected his temper, will readily under- 
stand how the conditions which produce 
it may sometimes lead to homicide and 
other crimes. 


Dr. George Schweinfurth has made an 


interesting discovery of plants in the 
cofBu of an Egyptian princess who died 
about 1,100 years before the Christian 
era. 
The 
find 
comprises 
numerous 


wreaths, in which are leaves of the wil- 
low leaves of the date-palm, corn-poppy 
flowers and corn-flowers. 
The inner 


parts of the poppies are so wonderfully 
preserved that Dr. Schweinsurth declares 
that botanists really succeed in getting 
such perfect specimens of those fragile 
flowers for their herbaria, while the color 
—a dark brown-red—is maintained in as 
high degree as in the dried specimens of 
tbe present day. 
Pine cones which must 


have been employed as funeral offerings 
at Thebes 1,100 or 1,200 years earlier, 
are now to be seen iu a museum at Cairo, 
together with a variety of seeds, grains, 
tuOers and fruits which were found in the 
same tomb. 


In a recent address before an English 


institution, Dr. T. Hudson stated that a 
very remarkable thing about the "ro- 
tifera," or wheel animalcules, 
is that 


under certain 
conditions they may be 


dried and kept for three or four years 
and then brought to life again hy moist- 
ure. 
The world of the rotifers is full of 


marvels, and they can be seen with mi- 
croscopes of small power. 


When heated in a forge fire in contact 


with charcoal, platinum becomes fusible. 
Boussingault has supposed this to be due 
to a chemical union of the metal with the 
silica of the impure carbon, but the same 
phenomenon has been produced by the 
German investigators by heating to white- 
ness a thin slip of platinum enclosed in 
lamp-black free from silica

at some time prior to Ihe transfer of that 
section to he United f tales 
One of the 


provisions 
of the 
Guadalupe-llildago 


treaty reqi ires that the property of the 
Mexican r< sidents shall be inviolablj re- 
spected. 
The title by which 
Gomez 


claimed to have acquired a right to the 
property, 
fell into the hands of the 


United Stites troops, at Monterey, in 
1846, and ivas destroyed. 
A part of the 


testimony nf the case is that of Cnptam 
Maddex, o the Marine Corps, who has 
sworn that he had the archives and papers 
boxed up and stored away for safe keep- 
ing, but lliat he subsequently made the 
discovery that the Sergeant had used 
some of th'-tii for kindling fires. Shortly 
after California had been ceded to the 
United States Gomez brought suit against 
the Goven mcnt for the recovery of his 
grant, but as he was unable to produce 
his titles fiom the Mexican Government, 
the Land Commissioners decided against 
him. Then he appealed to the United 
States Coui ts, which reversed the deci- 
sion of the Commissioners and gave him a 
title to the property. 
This title, together 


with i«lut he con»idered as being his 
pioperty, hu sold to McGarrahan. Then 
came the New Idria Mining Company on 
the scene, took possession of the quick- 
silver mini in the grant, and began to 
work it 
McGarrahan made a fight, and 


filially latu'ed his claim in the Interior 
Department when Jcre Black was Sec- 
retary 
M r. Black rendered a decision 


favorable to McGarrahan. and Secretar> 
Usher, who was his successor, confirmed 
it, and it went to the Executive mansion 
to receive the signature of President 
Lincoln. 
Simon Stevens, who was a rela- 


tive of the laic Thad. Stevens, says in his 
testimony < n record in the case that in a 
consultation between Thaddeus Stevens 
and President Lincoln, Mr. Stevens said 
"If you an- convinced that it is right, 
and us Sickelssays it is, sign the blanked 
thing, so as to cet it out of the way."

MUEDEES AND EXEOUTIOH8. 


In an editorial in the April Century, 


entitled "Mob or Magistrate," the follow- 
ing comparison Is made between murder 
and the application of justice 
"Over 


against the fifteen hundred murders of 
last vear, we have the report of barely 
ninety-three legal executions. 
Many of 


these must have been cases in which the 
crime has been committed during 1882, 
w lule many of the criminals of 1883 had 
not yet boen brought to trial. 
It is not, 


however, far from the truth to say that, 
while thirteen or fourteen hundred mur- 
ders are committed in thib country every 
year, fewer than a hundred of tlie mur- 
derers suffer the extreme penalty of the 
law 
When the wilful slayer knows that 


he has thirteen chances out of fourteen 
of escaping the full penalty of tiie law, 
the deterrent influence of punishment 
cannot be said to be very power/ul. 


"The small number of murderers hang- 


ed by the sheriffs, and the greater number 
hanged bv the mobs, should be evidence 
enough that the administration of our 
criminal com ts in many quarters is fatal- 
ly defective, and needs reforming. 
The 


only classes of persons interested in 
maintaining the present state of things 
aie the criminals and the criminal law- 
veis;and it is not for their exclusive 
benefit that society in organized 
The 


contrast between the swift, firm, and sure 
methods of English 
and Continental 


courts in deal.r.g with great cnminals, 
and the tardy, .feeble, and abortive 
methods of our own, should 
stitin; our 


national pride to some energetic measures 
of reform. The people must louse them- 
selves to demand a more vigorous en- 
forcement of the laws, and they must see 
to it thatjudges and prosecuting attorneys 
are chosen who have the ability and the 
will to bring evil doers to justice. 
The 


judges on the bench may well inquire 
whether the protection of the criminal 
has not assumed disproportiomte iinport- 
ioimte importance in our criminal pro- 
cedeure. 
If, in our fear least an inno- 


cent man may suffer, the law itself, which 
is the only protection of innocent men, 
becomes utterly paralyzed, then there is 
a call for a revision of our methods and 
maxims, and the infusion of a new spirit 
into our laws 
Every judge who will 


brush aside the hair splitting devices of 
the lawyers, and insist that criminal 
trials shall be conducted with rigor and

2000 eggs. Their surfaces were adherent 
but were not enveloped with gelatinous 
material, so tliat, lying loosely, like a pile 
of shot, they wore conveniently placed for 
aeration by tba efforts of the nule. An 
experiment Has tried with eggs taken 
from the mass, but proved that the circu- 
lation obtained by the fanning of the male 
was necessan, as all eggs so removed 
died, while those left in his care hatched. 
On the fifteei th day after the cgf;s were 
laid the young were able to feed and were 
found to relish greatly pieces of liver that 
were throw u to them 
This they would 


tug at in a way that proved their posses- 
sion of teeth. 
The parent fishes would 


frequently take into their mouth pieces 
of the liver thionn to their young, and in 
doing so woulil also apparently swallow 
the young fish hanging to them, but it 
was observed that, though the liver was 
calen, the young fish was alwavs rejected 
uninjured, showing that by some delicacy 
of touch the p irents recognized the pres- 
ence of their offspring previous to swal- 
lowing the morsel.

Hi 
mother was a sensible, enlightened ivoman 
his father a genial man, without an 
propensities towards the supernatual; -ni 
religious influences were brougnt to bea 
upon him either at school or at the Uni- 
versity. For all this a time came when 
he was filled with disgust for the riotou 
days of his student life.''
